SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, April 25, 2014, my partner (Officer Ramirez #139) and | (Officer 
Trujillo #136) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the Bicycle Patrol team as Boy-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


At approximately 1330 hours, we were conducting routine patrol in the 1600 
block of 

Ivar Avenue. The B.I.D. has recently received numerous complaints from the 
surrounding businesses regarding local transient groups loitering, sitting, lying 
and blocking the sidewalk. On several occasions in the past, my partners and | 
have warned several subjects for sitting and blocking the sidewalk in front of 
the public parking lot located at 1623 Ivar Avenue. 


As we pedaled up on Ivar Avenue from Selma Avenue, we observed a male 
White adult (who was later identified as S/ Sullivan, Brian James DOB: 
11/25/1979) lying on the sidewalk and emergency exit in front of the location. | 
made contact with Sullivan, advising him that sleeping and or lying on the 
sidewalk / entrance was a violation of 41.18(d) LAMC and 41.19 LAMC. Sullivan 
understood and began to get up from the location. 


My partner and | left the location to check other areas of lvar Avenue. After 
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completing our location check of the surrounding areas, we observed Sullivan 
again lying at the same location, where we previously contacted him. 


ARREST: 


We advised Sullivan that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.18(d) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (No sitting, lying or 
sleeping on the sidewalk). Sullivan was handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. 


CITE and RELEASE: 

We contacted LAPD patrol Officer Gonzalez and Arguelles, who responded to 
our location. Gonzalez attempted to verify Sullivan’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). We then released custody of 
Sullivan to LAPD Officer(s) Gonzalez and Arguelles for their investigation. 
Gonzalez advised that they were going to release Sullivan, due to the division 
being shorthanded and because they had exhausted every field resource in 
attempts to identify Sullivan identity. 


Gonzalez and Arguelles advised that they released Sullivan in the “interest of 
justice.”
